OKLAHOMA CITY, Sept. 15.—Martial law for the 


entire state of Oklahoma was proclaimed at midnight 
tonight by Governor J. C: Walton. 


Calling the full force of the approximately 6,000 


troops in the Oklahoma national guard to his com- 
mand, the governor climaxed 
his 
spectacular 
fight 


against the Ku Klux Klan by declaring that any person 
who aids the organization in carrying out its "purpos- 
es" is denying the sovereignty of the state of Oklahoma 
and shall be dealt with by the military forces. 


Due to the existence of a "self-styled invisible eti- 


pire" Governor Walton declared that a state of insur- 
rection and rebellion is in effect against the constitution 
and authority of Oklahoma, and that a general state of

services rendered to those actually 
in need and the commendation of 
the public has been merited in the 
benevolent deeds of the association. 


Standing out as a beacon light of 


refuge 
to the 
despondent, 
needy 


wayfarer and to the seeker o£ any 
form o£ labor, the local charities bu 
reau has had a vital part in the 
upholding oi'the morale of the com- 
munity as well as directing an em- 
ployment bureau for those seeking 
work. 


The secretary 
ofthe local chari- 


ties bureau has been actively con- 
nected with the peace enforcement 
departments and has rendered val- 
uable assistance in helping the po- 
lice handle the situation of an in- 
creased number of girl prostitutes. 


The local charities bureau has al- 


so been active in assistance in ma- 
ternity cases, helping girls find em- 
ployment, adoption for orphans and 
many other matters subject to the 
attention of the bureau.

ly a small portion of the work done 
by this organization. The greater 
part of our work and time is spent 
on cases and problems not requir- 
ing any outlay of money, except 
perhaps, a telephone call or a tele- 
gram. Our 
office 
is known as a 


"general 
employment agency";, so 


much so that people throughout tho 
city and county call here for em- 
ployes, especially housekeepers. In 
this way we render a great servici-i 
by enabling people to get employ- 
ment. 


The heaviest expense this year 


was during tlis month, of FebruaSyV 
for it was tuen we had. such, -a 
seige ol' flu and pneumonia. Assist- 
ance was rendered in twenty-seven 
cases of pneumonia, and most in- 
slancc-g they were people who had 
never been helped tierore and prob- 
aly will never have to be assisted 
again.
